KILLED AND BURNED. 


A Fatal and Disastrous Conflacration at 
Charleston, W. Va —Other Fires.

SUED FOR $700,000. 


The City’s Case Againt the Missouri Pacific 
Rallway Company. 

The city of St. Louis filed a suit to-day in the 
Circuit Court against the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company, the Pacific Railroad and R- 
Wood Crittenden, receiver. for $700,000 


The petition states that by an act of the General 
Assembly of Missouri, approved January 7, 1865, the 
County of St. Louis was authorized to issue 700 bonds 
of $1.000 each, having twenty years to run and 
bearing 7 per cent interest, which were 
to be loaned to the. Pacific railroad company for 
the purpose of completing the road. On January 
18, 1805, the County Court approved the issue of the 
bonds under an opinion of the chief counsellor of 
the Pacific railroad and the directors of the lagter 
road accepted the loan and conditions annexed to it 
ata meeting held the following day. The bonds were 
issued February 1, 1885, and delivered to tne rail- 
read company, by whom they were sold and the 
proceeds appropriated towards completing the 
road. The 44000 monthly interest. including 
$1,000 additional for the month of December 
was promptly paid by the company into the County 
Treasury und 1876, when the city and county be- 
came distinc: and the payments were made into the 
City Treasury up tothe first of February, 1885, at 
which date the bonds matured. They were 
made payable in New York City and 
both the Pacific Company and the Missouri Pacific 
which is now operating the former having, failed to 
pay the same the city paid the full $700.000 out of 
the treasury and reti the bonds. As 
the (ireuit Court has appointed R. 
Wood Crittenden provisional receiver of the 
Pacific Railroad for this State. and as a suit is now 
pending in tbe United States Circuit Court in which 
the Pacific Railroad is plainuff and the Missouri 
Pacific Road defendant, the object of which 
is to determine the titie ww 000,000 
worth of property allewed to belong to the former, 
the city prays that these parties may be brought in 
to answer the present suit and show cause y the 
city suould not have a judgment against them 
togetner with a lien on the property and effects of 
the old Facile Road.

The True character of the Collapsed Union 
Coal Company. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Scnaxrox, PENN, March 23.—The collapse of the 
Union Coal Company of this city, with labilities of 
$65.000, discloses one of the worst balloon yentures 
that ever masqueraded under the name of legiti- 
mate business.

ATTACKED BY ARABS. 


The British Troops Repulse the Rebels 
After a Hot Fight Near Suakim. 
The Arabs, under Osman Digna, succeeded in sur- 
prising detachments of the English and Indian in- 
fantry engaged in making a zeraba some seven 
miles southwest of Suakim yesterday. The Arabs 
were massed and concealed in the defiles west of 
Hasheen, and, eluding the outposts, made a sudden 
and desperate onslaught on the British forces.

Cavalry and artillery from the Has- 
heen zeraba rendered timely aid to the surprised 
troops.
